The “long session’? is 
looked forward to not only by the society peo- 
ple, but the merchants, the working people 
of all kinds. Everything is higherthe year 
of the long session. The body of a thousand 
or more rich consumers—for nine-tenths of 
the Congressmen spend all of their salar— 
rakes bouse-rent and everything else go up. 
Thé assembling of Congress is the St. Mar- 
tin’s summer of Washington. From the Ist 
of November anticipation is rife—hope is in 
the alr. A dim presentiment besets the de-

The intense heat has had its effect in hasten- 

ing the adjournment of Congress. Last week 

we had two heavenly days of bracing, spring- 
like weather, just warm enough. People 
hooted at Congress getting away before the 
fret of August. But when the prevent 
eimoon descended upon us it hurried up leg- 
ation. The House began to prod the slow 
old committees into a trot, the awakened 
committees proceeded to arouse the House, 
the Senate left off rodding and began to at- 
tend to its business, and affairs are now fairly 
galloping. The old adage is reversed in Con- 
grees of business first and pleasure afterward 
—it is pleasure first and business afterwards. 
The first part of a session is always taken up 
with politics. A five or six months’ sitting 
eyen appears’ very long at the beginning, 
and the legislators, maintaining their 
characteristics as children of a larger 
growth, are disposed to have a little fun 
before buckling down to work. Ags the ses- 
gion advances the character of debate changes, 
avi towards the end, as it is now, it is merely 
routine business. It is always nice at the 
capital; not too lively, just lively enough. It 
is is 80 big and cool and spacious, and every- 
body seems to have and absorbing interest in 
something. For the first time your corre- 
spocdent went last week into the ladies“ 
apartments at the Capitol.

The printed speeches are 
fauitiess in grammar and generally in rhe- 
toric, aud the favorite provincialisms of the 
members are weeded out. A Senator here, 
for instance, who invariably says his'n,“ 
has that slight idiosyucrasy entirely omitted 
by the obliging proof-reader of the Record.

Office Brokerage. 
From a Washington Letter. 

A flourishing branch of trade in Washing- 
ton is office prokerage. Every-day advertise- 
ments are seen in the papers offering seventy- 
five or a hundred dollars usually, but some- 
times a much larger sum, for places in the 
departments, generally coupled with the offer 
to ive 25 per cent, frequently as much as 
half, ofthe salary obtained, and the saiary 
mentioned is not more than sixty or seventy- 
five dollars. Now, when the bonus is sub- 
tracted, there is not possiblyenough left for 
anybody to live on, for being ia the depart- 
ments requires decent dress and surround - 
ings.

A Wonderful Change Since the Days of 
the Poet Beranger. 
Paris Correspondence London Telegraph. 

In inquiring into the origin of the recent 
troubles in the Latin quarter we find our- 
selyes once more in presence of the very old 
Spanish a)guazii’s maxim,“Querer lu Mujer.” 
This is an imbroglio to disentangle which a wo- 
man must be sought for. The lady in ques- 
tion is that historical personage, the grisette. 
Until a very few vears ago she was as she was 
described in immortal veree two centuries azo 
by La Fontaine. She was a frank, merry, 
light-hearted girl of the working 
classes, as thoughtless as she was generous, 


and as witty as she was ignorant. 
AS she had been beloved by 
La Fontaine, so was sbe cherished 
by  Beranger. An entire chapter 


has been devoted to the grisettes in that 
curious cyclopedia of Gallic humanity, Les 
Francais Peints par Kux-memes.’’ The 
brothers Cocniard have extolled, in flowing 
stanzas, Les Grisettes de Paris.“ Their 
piquant prettiness, their inexhaustible 
vivacity, their fondness for macaroons and 
‘la galette,“ their — in trips in a 
-“coucou” to St. Cloud, and donkey-riding at 
Montmorency have all been chanted; while 
in graver numbers Frederic Soulie has sung 
the more solid merits of this poor, frivolous 
girl, and in La Grisette Etudiante” has 
shown how ehe could be the ministering angel 
to smooth the fevered brow of tne sick stud- 
ent, inwhose boisterous frolics she had so 
often participated. 

The “Grisette Etudiante,’’ as a type of 
Parisian civilization, has almost entirely cis- 
appeared. We may seek in vain for the pret- 
ty little “fouvriere?? whose glory it was, ac- 
cording to Jules Janin, to look more charm- 
ing in a white cap andacalico frock than 
most duchesses would look in 150 franc bon- 
nets and 1,000 franc dresses. In her stead 
has arisen in the Latin quarter a female per- 
son whom it will be getting over extremely 
delicate ground to qualify asa tenth-rate 
“Nana.” Inthe place of the open- handed. 
Singie-hearted little creature of yore is a 
harpy inconceivably rapacious of france and 
centimes, - Of old time she en- 
terea into all the fun and frolic of 
student life.

A Pastor With a Bad Record. 
From che New York Tribune, 25. 

The elders of the First Presbyterian 

Church in the Eistern Disirict of Brooklyn 
have begun an investigation of the record of 
the Rev. R. Moffat Neil, who has been sup- 
plying the pulpit of the church for six 
months. Mr. Neil wenttothe church from 
Orange, N. J., and the question of giving him 
a call has been discussed. He stated that be 
had filled several Congregational pulpits, but 
had not preached for some time owing to iil- 
health. One of the members of the church 
asked him if he had not been a Baptiat min- 
ister and he said that he belonced to that de- 
nomination until his views onthe subject 
of immer1on changed. It appears that pre- 
vious to 1878 Mr. Neil (who used two 1’s in 
spelling bis mame atthat time) was pastor of 
a Baptist Church at Bilierica, Mass. On 
October 11, 1878, a church council was held to 
try him on charges of untrutifulness. The 
Council decided that Mr. Neil was guilty of 
forging credentials of his own ordination and 
character, and using them as genuine, and 
that he oucht to be excluded from the Church 
and deposed from the ministry. The Boston 
Journal having printed a paragraph about the 
case, Mr. Neil wrote an apparent denial of the 
statement, whereupon Bishop Paddock, of 
Massachusetts, wrote in turn to the 
Journal, and spoke plainly of Mr. Neii’s 
gross misconduct in sacred things and his 
long-contiuued dishonesty,” and stated that 
he had repeatedly made use of forged letters 
of ordipation, and also a forged letter o#rec- 
ominendation.” In couclusion the Bishop 
ssid he ‘judged it his duty to see that tbis 
iniquitious course be so exposed that false- 
hood and forgery may be arrested, and that 
the deceiver may henceforth find it im- 
possibie to be counted anywhere asa true 
Ambassador of Christ.’ ”’ 
Mr. Neil is spoken of by his congregation as 
an able and apparently sincere man, and his 
course is a subject alike of surprise and re- 
egret to them. Last nicht after the prayer- 
meeting the elders held a meeting, and, after 
deliberating until 11 o’ clock, decided to sub- 
mit the question toa meeting of the entire 
congregation onfMonday night. Mr. Neil is 
at present sick in bed with erysipelas.

JOSEPH MCCARRON, charged with keeping a 
gambling-house. The jury deliberated for 
fifteen minutes and returned a verdict of 
guilty, affixing the punishment at two years’ 
eonfinement in the Penitentiary.

What a Gould Road is Doing for St. Louis.

In reply, will sav that the 
rates of freight from this point to St. Louis on 
flour have been advanced from 50c per Darrel 
to 80c. This exorbitant rate of freight ona 
close article as flour has completely ruled us 
outof your market, and have been shipping 
our surplus flour to Kansas City, where we 
get freight at 30c per barrel. At the present 
price of wheat it would pay us to stop our 
mill if we had no cther market to ship to than 
St. Louis. The Frisco Railroad acts upon the 
principle of taking all and leaving nothing to 
the manufacturers. The policy of the railroad 
is ar iving the bulk of the trade of Southwest 
Missouri to Kansas City in nearly everything in 
the goods line. F eignton all kinds of merchan 
dise is less than half, and the resultis Kansas 
City is supplying a majority of the merchants 
at lower prices than Sc. Louis. Did it ever oc- 
cur to the merchants of St. Louis that the 
cream of the trade of this section is drawn 
from her by more energetic peints? Or have 
theyina single instance interceded for the 
merchants and business men of Southwestern 
Missouri for reduced rates on the Frisco line 
or to equalize the freights to other points? 
The writer has made an extended trip through 
this and Dade county, and has been informed 
that all heavy treights can be got from Kan- 
sas City much less than from St. Louis. Local 
freight on groceries from Kansas City to this 
point is 35c per 100; from St. Louis 85c and 900. 
St. Louis is our legitimate shipping point, and 
the great Southwest trade ought to go there, 
but the policy of the Frisco Railroad has 
driven a large per cent of it to other points.
